I.- GENERAL SITUATION IN THE LOCALITY .- 
1) Highlights of the month : 

- During the reporting month,Blnh-DUdng Province 
welcomed within its walls Dr. Nguyen-Phuc-Qu'N,Special 
Commissar to the Refugee Relief Department,coming in to 
visit and inspect Resettlement centers on March 30,1966, 
and Major General Nguyen-dtic-Th&ng,Revolutionary Development 
Commissioner and Major General Nguyen-bao-Tri,Third Corps 
Commander cumulatively Government Representative in South 
Vietnam-East,coming in to inspect the Revolutionary Develop¬ 
ment Program in the locality on April 19,1966. 

- On April 18,1966,took plaoe the change-over 
ceremony between Captain Ngd-v&n-Sang and Captain Cao-Minh- 
Di$n,respectively outgoing and ingoing chief of District 

of Phu-Hoa. 

- On March 21,1966,the Viet-Cong placed mine,set 
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fire to Phd&c-Vlnh market,Phu-Giao district,burning the 
Phu-Oiao district VIS* broadcasting station and a number 
of goods belonging to the local people. 

- The Lai-ThiSu district's authorities have organized 
ceremony marking one year of building work of the Korean 
Engineering Corps at D6ng-Ba hamlet,Tfin-ThcJi village,Lai- 
Thieu district. 

• The Viet-Cong have blown up mine,causing the 
Peasant Association's bureau at Blnh-D&c hamlet,Blnh-Nhfim 
village,Lai-Thieu district (National Road 13) to break down.

Enemy military activities have decreased by 20 io 
as compared with last month. However such sabotaging 
activities as t dig roads,set up mounds,destroy electric 
poles,and guerrilla activities were maintained at the 
average level.

In spite of all his efforts to fabricate victory 
news in order to conceal his successive defeats on every 
battlefront,the enemy failed to fool the people who, 
furthemore,have been fed up and disgusted with his deceit¬ 
ful propaganda? that is why,he has resorted to terror to 
intimidate the compatriots; but the more he terrorizes, 
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the wore he wakes the people disgusted with him,although 
outwardly they are afraid. 

3) Enemy propaganda theses *

Forces,particularly the U.S. force.

- Call on the Republic of Vietnam*s officers 
and enlisted men to desert for the VC ranks. 

- Call on,incite Allied Forces* soldiers to 
oppose war and claim repatriation. 

ITT.- FRTENDLY SITUATION .- 

1) Local administration*s activities : 
a/ Political t 












- Urge various branches to work in coordination 
to carry out suoh tastes as paying visits to hold informal 
talks,distributing gifts and medicines to the compatriots 
at various New Life hamlets and to the anti-communist 
refugees at various resettlement centers in the province* 

- Organize study meetings,talks for the civil 
servants,cadres and students within the province to 
thoroughly grasp the Republic of /ietnam government's 
stand and policy and the Communists' scheme of invasion 
of South Vietnam for the benefit of Communist China. 

- Push forward the realization of 7 self-help 
projects within the Revolutionary Development program 

to help the people enjoy a new way of life provided with 
adequate facilities. 

b/ Economic s 

- Help peasants develop agriculture through 

hog corn,Agricultural Credit,chemical fertilizer programs 
designed to raise output. 

- Build up Sinvaram brick store and distribute 
foodstuffs to needy people. 

- Continue economic blockade against the enemy, 
check dishonest traders to stabilize living cost. 

- The local Supply branch also began to operate 
to provide civil servants,cadres in the province with 
necessary goods at low cost. 
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c/ Cultural,social : 

During the reporting month,?hu-flo& district 
(3inh-Duong province) completed the building of 2 nursery 
classes,? water wells,2 information stations in lan-Thanh 
Dong village. 200 bags of rice,200 cooking oil cans and 
a certain quantity of chemical fertilizer were granted 
by the I»t. Colonel,Chief of Binh-Duong province,to 200 
families in Binh-Hy village,Phu-Hoh district,Binh-Duong 
province* 

The Catholic Boy Scout group in Binh-Duong 
province has built a 5-compartment latrine,cleaned out 
many gutters,ditches at the anti-communist refugees’ 
resettlement center at Tan-Lac,Lai-Thieu district. 

On April 5,1966,US0 ,f distributed gifts to 
schoolboys from Chanh-Hiep A school,Chau-Thanh district, 
Binh-Duong province,which gifts include 3 radio receivers 
300 foodstuff cans and 100 bags of rice. T n addition, 
similar distribution of gifts to schoolboys of other 
primary schools in the province was simultaneously 
organized,with the view to encourage outstanding elements 
after a year of study. 

d/ Military t 

Hegularly open seareh-and-destroy military 
operations,ambushes,sudden attacks to mop up,exterminate 
the VC in order to protect communication axes,preserve 
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security in rural areas s typical were Operation "Xay 
'lung 25£ and Operation “An-Son". 

2) Remarks : 

Thanks to the Allied Forces' and USAID's effective 
assistance and support,the AWN has succeeded in slashing 
VC sabotaging schemes,extending the government's sphere 
of control* At the same time,efforts toward rural pacifi¬ 
cation and new life development achieved satisfactory 
results,had good influence among the people as well as 
among VC cadres and troops? as a result,the number of 
people who left VC-controlled areas and of VC oadres and 
troops who returned to the Just Cause never ceased to 

increase day after day. 

It is worthy to note,however,that the VC have 
intensified guerrilla activities in relatively secure 
areas,attempting by so doing to conceal their bitter 
defeats at various battlefronts? they also resorted to 
assassination,terror,sabotage and abduction to undermine 
our cadres' and people's morale. 

TV.- T18 ACfTmiKS .- 

1) Cadres' morale :

~ Regarding task $ c ome able,experienced cadres, 
having initiatives and animated with goodwill,did not get 
encouragement and help from the higher echelons because 
their efforts were unnoticed? as a result,their enthusiasm 
declined little by little. 

- Regarding mater ial conditions * Nearly all cadres 
are carried. T n addition to seeking to fulfill the task 
entrusted to them by their superiors,they have to take 
care of their family,of their children’s education. While 
the living cost never ceased to soar up day after day, 
their salary regained the same and was too low as compared 
with the present cost of living; and this has greatly 
affected their morale. 

We request the Ministry to seek ways to help cadres

so that they could have peace of mind to oerform their task. 

d/ Study,education t 

With the view to strengthen standpoint and heighten 
knowledge of Cadres,study meetings have been regularly 
organized at provincial and district VTS office every 
Saturday morning. 

Tn addition,the cadres animated with progress- 
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seeking spirit,spent their leisure time on study of books 
and documents and went to schools at night to Improve their 
cultural and foreign language knowledge. 

On the other hand,our Service will appoint by turns 
cadres to get training at the Central level. 

2) Chieu-Hoi and ene^y-proselytizlng task t 
The "Chieu-Hoi M task has been done under every form t 
leaflet,banderole,poster,mobile broadcasting and broadcasting 
air flight over enemy-controlled areas,agitating families 
having relatives in VC ranks to call on the^ by letter or 
messenger to return to the Just Cause, etc... 

All this has resulted in 23 VC cadres and troops 
returning to the Just Cause during the reporting month.

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VTT.- GENERAL STTPATTOF .- 
a) Public opinion t 

Events in Central Vi etna*" and in the capital city 
gave rise to the opinion that the Communists could infiltrate 
t-o sabotage our rear. However,that was only the opinion of a 
minority who used to follow the situation; as to the majority, 
they always had confidence in the national government's 
final victory and felt disgust for the VC who hindered the 
people's business activities and disturbed their peaceful 
existence. 

The Director's decision to promulgate the Deoree- 
law calling for election of a Constituent Assembly has 
brought about enthusiasm a-ong the people. However,they 
also showed concern tsH that the VC could infiltrate into 
this organization if the authorities did not have effective 
measures to orevent it. 

Successive victories achieved by the ARVN and 
Allied Forces everywhere,the government’s revolutionary 
development program that brought about progressive life in

the countryside,together with the government’s concrete 
help,have m a de the people believe in. the Car Cabinet's 
goodwill. However,In the face of VC constant acts of terror, 
the people dared not to positively cooperate with the 
government for fear of VC retaliation,although they felt 
extreme hatred for the VC. 
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b) State of mind t 

,r ost people In rural areas are longing for peace. 
They hope peace to be soon restored so that they could live 
in freedom and peacefulness. 

VTTT.- REMARKS AID SUflGiSST T ONS .- 

1) Situation in the locality * 

VC military activities in the month suddenly 
came to a standstill,except for guerrilla activities which 
were always maintained at the average level. ARVU and Allied 
Force units continued to organize searoh-and-destroy opera¬ 
tions, but there were no encounters worthy of note. 

Quietness at the frontline,added to the fact that 
the VC,on the one hand,avoided encounter,and on the other, 
intensified sabotage and terror at the rear,indicates that 
they are making preparations for a new maneuver._ 

Tt is necessary to strengthen our paramilitary 
forces to protect our infrastructure establishments in 
newly pacified areas and destroy enemy underground organi¬ 
zations in order to preserve the compatriots from VC terror 
and extortion of money. 

2) information task : 

During the reporting month,information operations 
progressed satisfactorily,as compared with the previous 
month. Provincial and district VTS* mobile teams regularly 
operated in various villages and hamlets,engaging in informal 
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talks with the villagers to explain,popularize Government's 
policies,ARVN and Allied Forces' military exploits as well 
as VO schemes in order to enhance the Government's prestige 
among the people and at the sa^e time abolish VC influence. 

However,due to the security situation,these teams 
could only operate in secure and relatively secure villages 
and hamlet8. T t is true that they have also accompanied 
troops in the course of military operations to operate 
deeply in enemy-controlled areas? however this manner of 
working encountered many difficulties,because it was subject 
to military seorecy particularly regarding movement (of 
troops),and consequently it achieved few results. 

}) Difficulties.obstacles t 

- Cadres' morale declined day after day,due to 
frequent changes at the Central level,internal troubles, 
and also due to the too high living cost affecting material 
life of cadres' families and consequently causing cadres 
not to have peace of mind to fulfill their task. 

- The security situation also brought about 
great difficulties. Tn many cases,our program of action 
was hindered because of the security situation. 

- War dragged on,the people were tired,economy 

was exhausted,the enemy clung to the people to foment trouble, 
terrorized infrastructure cadres,all this made very difficult 
the work of agitating the masses to take part in government’s 
projects,especially community development ones.

V.- ACTIVITIES Of THE JOINT I HR COi-i-.ITIaK : 
a)- Aspects of activities : 

Cooperation i. the joint psywar committee, permanently 
mobile at villages and hamlets, conduct study sessions, visits 
and talks at leisure times, explain policies of the government, 
propagate victories of the RVNAF and Allied Forces at all battle 
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fields, denunce the VC evil plots and schemes, conduct the open 
arms activities, take care of the population’s health and dis¬ 
tribute medicine to them. Distribute printed documents and con¬ 
duct mobile broadcasting sessions, motivate people to take part 
in the realization of all pro-rams advocated by the War Cabinet. 

Cooperation of activities for the support of pacification 
and rural reconstruction programs. 

Cooperation in all activities, conduct the moral action 
among communist refugees, support the armed forces and battle¬ 
fields. 

b) - Cooperation of activities : 

Cooperation in all activities of the joint psywar committee 
has been reached through meetings, and consequently assignments • 
have been made accordingly. However, there still exists a 
little weak point due to the lack of agreement of viewpoint in 
some problems, just causing the misunderstanding. 

c) - Results of activities : 

- 23 VC returned through our motivation. 

- 5 air sorties were made to conduct the broadcasting 
and to drop leaflets. 

- To examine and distribute medicine to over 1,000 families 

- To distribute over 2,000 books and magazines of all types 

- To drop over 200,000 leaflets into contested areas and 
enemy controlled areas. 

D)- Problem areas : 










The bi^e 3 t problem has been with the personnel; there 
have not been enough capable and experienced cadres to take 
charge of all required activities. 

c)- .Remarks and proposals : 

The anti—communist struggle in the ideological domain 
has become more fierce and difficult day after day. The enemy 
activities nave been usually mobile. They stay close to the 
masses in order to induce them to stand against us or terrorize 
them; consequently, we could not materialize our programs of 
rural reconstruction and motivation of the masses at insecure 
areas. 

We propose to the Ministry to assign to us at least 10 
male cadres who are capable and have experiences in rural works. 
Thus, we will activate a mobile armed propaganda group in order 
to cope with the enemy activities. In addition, the Ministry 
should give to those cadres full spiritual and material support 
so that they can be enthusiastic in their duties, if our propo¬ 
sal is approved.

During the montn, the Provincial Information and Open Arms 
Service of Binh Duong was given by Mr. BINOHAM, JUSPAO repre¬ 
sentative at Binh Duong Province, the following sura and mate¬ 
rials :
